Orippe Was Prevalint ai Early as the 
Time of Hippocrates In the 
Filth Century, 

There are many who think that 
"the grip,'' as it is commonly called, 
is nothing more or less than a had 
cold. This is a grave mistake, as 
there is no doubt that it is a mias- 
matic, infectious and contagious 
malady, a form of epidemic catarrh, 
more or less severe, according to cir- 
cumstances. 

It was regarded „„ emly M Hippo- 
crate's time, in the firth century, B. 
C., and since has paraded under a 
variety of names in different coun- 
tries. In Russia it is the Chinese 
catarrh, in Germany the Russian 
p ■st, in Italy the German disease and 
in France it is popularly known as 
the Itali.ni fever, and sometimes as 
tin* Spanish Catarrh— each nation, 
apparently, blaming the scourge to 
its most despised enemy. 

In France it was at first called "co- 
co luche," because the sufferers wore 
caps close over their heads. After- 
wards the Italian physicians named 
it "influenza," and in later years 
French doctors gave it the name of 
"la grippe," which we, with a 
natural dislike for any thing with an 
unhandy handle to it, Anglicized to 
plain "grip."
